It  doesn’t  take  the  average  professor  very  long  to  notice  when  a  class 
is  through  listening. 

Five  minutes  before  the  class  is  to  end,  many  disrespectful  students 
begin  putting  on  their  coats,  talking  and  arranging  their  books  —  an 
informal  way  of  telling  their  instructor  they  are  through  listening. 

When  students  begin  this  ritual  a  teacher  has  two  choices:  dismiss 
class  early,  or  speed  up  the  lecture  in  order  to  finish  before  the  class 
walks  out. 

Students  presumably  come 
this  university  t 


education.  But  some  forget  that 
most  classes  last  50  minutes, 
not  45,  and  most  professors 
plan  their  lectures  to  fill  the 
allotted  amount  of  time.

over-anxious  to  leave.  But  in  large  classes  with  200  or  more  students, 
the  doning  of  a  few  coats  will  cause  a  wave  of  commotion  loud  enough  to 
disrupt  the  whole  class. 

Aside  from  being  inconsiderate  of  the  teacher,  those  who  begin 
leaving  before  a  class  is  through  disrupt  the  learning  process,  the  main 
function  of  the  university. 

Professors  can  reduce  some  of  the  disruption  by  taking  control  of 
their  classes  from  the  outset  of  the  semester.  Instructors  who  have  no 
control  over  their  classes  will  not  be  able  to  alleviate  the  problem. 

Professors  may  lessen  the  anxiety  by  regularly  ending  their  lectures 
at  the  scheduled  time,  which  will  allow  students  to  get  to  other  classes 
without  rushing  out  of  the  classroom  pell  mell. 

Simply,  if  students  would  allow  teachers  to  teach  — the  full  class 
period  —  and  professors  would  begin  classes  on  time  and  end  them  on 
time,  there  would  be  mutual  respect  and  the  purpose  of  the  university 
would  be  served.

Growth  of  the  information  network  gets  a  boost  by 
the  ruling;  this  implies  technology  will  grow  even 
faster  than  it  has  been. 

But  the  disadvantages  may  outweigh  the  advan¬ 
tages.  Many  countries  operate  under  a  system  simi¬ 
lar  to  the  one  Ma  Bell  is  adopting.  In  those  coun¬ 
tries,  a  telephone  is  a  luxury.  Telephone  bills  are  so 
high  the  ordinary  citizen  is  unable  to  afford  a  phone 
unless  he  desposits  money  in  a  phone  box  each  time 
he  makes  a  call. 

Pay  phones  are  worse.  Anyone  using  one  has  to 
keep  a  healthy  supply  of  coins  handy  to  shove  in  the 


slot. 


The  phone  company  has  been  discussing  itemized 
billing  for  local  calls  for  some  time.  The  ruling  simp¬ 
ly  made  the  decision  for  it. 

The  ruling’s  impact  on  BYU  students  remains  to 
be  seen.  Most  single  students  do  not  live  alone  and 
it’s  easy  to  say  they  should  record  all  their  local  and 
long-distance  calls,  but  it  isn’t  a  practical  solution. 
Students  just  aren’t  used  to  keeping  track  of  every
